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Remarks

pending in the application, with 41 and 48 being the independent claims. Based on the 
following remarks. Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider all 
outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 41-61 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-40 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,437,652. Applicants have included herewith a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 
1.321(c) to obviate the double patenting rejection.
